Great Volume of Business 
Dis- 


posed of at Local Freight Yards, 
Says Agent Parkin 


Over 4200 freight cars were handled 


in tho local yards of the Boston & 
Maine railroad last week. This was a 
record breaker, it being the largest 
number of cars ever handled in one 
week. 


In fact the freight business in this 


city has Increased so 
rapidly during 


tho past several months that on some 
occasions there has been delay In get- 
ting the cars to their proper destina- 
tions where they may be unloaded and 
this has caused some talk of- thero 
being a big blockade of freight in the 
local yards. 
• 


Thero has been no 
general, 
only 


occasional, delays, according to Wal- 
lace K. Parkin, general superintendent 
of the Boston & Maine railroad in this 
city. He admits that at certain times 
there is such an iniiux of freight that 
it Is hard to handle It in as speedy 
a manner as Is desirable, but this is 
liable to happen in any other line of 
business as well as on the railroad. 


Supt. Parkin is of tho opinion that 


tho railroad is doing excellent work in 
handling.the freight ami with the. ex- 
ception of sudden rushes of business 
now and then there is no extraordi- 
nary delay. He states, however, that 
some of tho people who are entering 
complaints are probably .. to 
blame 


themselves, sending In orders for goods 
at the last moment and then expecting 
to get {roods at express speed 
for 
freight rates. 


The report current that there was a 


blockade of freight In this city caused 
a representative of The Sun to visit 
tho Boston >t Maine yards and freight 
houses and It goes without saying that 
there are scenes of activity on all 
sides.

"The second pastor was Rev. Uzziah 


C. Burnap. who was here, fourteen and 
one-half years, the second longest pas- 
torate in the history of the 
church, 


Tilly 6. 1837,'to February 6, U52. After 
eavlng this pastorate he remained In 
the city and died here. He was a very 
able and original preacher, 
a 
great 


teacher, a. splendid pastor, an 
active 


citizen, nnd clever with tils hands as 
.veil as his head. 
He spent 
himself 


freely In the work of this church. 


"The third pastor wa« Rev. George 


Darling, who served almost ejactly 
two years, December 30, 1S52. to De- 
cember 26. 1854. At that tlmo the life 
of the church was at a low ebb, but 
Mr. Darling: was popular and his min- 
istry successful. 
The fourth 
pastor 


was Rev. John r. 
Cleaveland, who 


was here alx and one-half years, Octo- 
ber 2, 1S55, to January 15, 1S63. He re- 
signed to become chaplain of the 30th 
Massachusetts regiment.' 
He was a 


great preacher and an ardent champi- 
on of temperance and of freedom 
for

"The tiftn pastor was Rev. J. B 


Rankin. D.D.. known to the youngei 
generation as the author • of 'God Be 
With You Till We Meet Again.'

Dr. Rankin was one of the leaders o 
our 
denomination, 
aa 
accomplishec 
orator and a writer of world-wide rep- 
utation. 
The church prospered great- 


ly under his leadership. 


"The shcth pastor was Rev. 
Adrtlson 


P. Foster, whose pastorate was two 
years in length. Oct. 3, 1866, to October 
17, 1868. He came here a- young man 
from the seminary after 
the church 


had. been without a pastor two years. 
But be was a fine preacher and schol- 
ar, a faithful and wise pastor and the 
church prospered under him. 
After 


leaving thia city he became known for 
leadership In the Sunday scbool world. 


"This practically completes the story 


of the pastorates 
of the 
Appleton 


Street church, which name was adopt- 
ed by the Second church In 
1S39. 
To 


be sure Dr. Greene came 
before' the 


church left thn old home, but his pas- 
torate really belongs to (the story of 
Eliot church. About this pastorate you 
will note two things; first, all but two 
of the pastorates were very short 
This was not due to trouble in the 
church but in every case but one to 
falling physical health.

The city of Tiiunton has had a Jit-i c < 1 wlth elements working against the 


ney situation which is so like our own 
that its disposition has a direct local 
application. The 
Tatmlon 
city 
offi- 


cials, In a desire lo regulate Ilic jiiney 
transporiallon service, created an or- 
dinance which obliged the jitney oper- 
ators to post an Insurance $5000 boml 
before doing business. This was ob- 
viously prohibitive, especially as the 
Insurance companies would 
not 
ns- 


sumo the risk, snd so tho jitney oper- 
ators and owners took tho case to 
the courts. 
Judge Picivo of the su- 


preme judicial court has just given 
Ins decision which is that the city of 
Taunlon had no right to create such 
an ordinance. This triumph 
of 
the 


jitney drivers will be regarded as sig- 
nificant in Lowell, whose case is n.uite 
similar. 


Some of the arguments in the Taun- 


ton case made interesting 
reading, 


especially to those who may be inter- 
ested In the outcome of tho Lowell 
situation. The Taunton city solicitor 
claimed that the ordinance requiring 
the excessive bond was necessary to 
safeguard person mid property, where- 
as the jitney owners argued that the 
heavy 
bond demanded 
was

others, Is the zircon. Variously known 
In tho trade, as hyacinths, Jacinths, jar- 
goons, or even (erroneously) as "fancy 
sapphires" or "fancy color stones." zir- 
cons of differing shades have had some 
USB in Jewelry where odd and attractive 
colors have been sought. Most of the 
so-called hyacinths of the trade are, 
however, merely hcssonlte. a-hrownlsh- 
retj variety of garnet which is Inferior 
In lustre and in refractive Index to true 
hyacinth. The latter is really red zlr- 


While usually a bit 


fine hyacinth i 
con. and is rare. 
sombre in tone. 
magnificent gem. Like all zircons, 
has so keen a surface 
lustro that 
it 


closely resembles a diamond In that re- 
spect. 


It is also a. peculiar fact that certain 


zircons on being heated 
moderately 


gain markedly in density ana In retrac- 
tive Index, and at the same time usually 
lose part or all of their color. 


These 
colorless zircons have been 


called Jargoons, and also llatura dia- 
monds." The latter name is'elven them 
because of their abundance in the vicin- 
ity of Matura, Ceylon, and because they 
really very greatly resemble the . dia- 
mond. When properly cut a fine, color- 
less zircon may deceive even one who 
is accustomed to determining precious 
stones. Not only is the refractive index 
sufficiently great so that very little 
light leaks through the brilliant and it 
is alive all over—even In tho centre— 
but also the dispersive powor of zirccn 
approaches very nearly to that of dia- 
mond (about 86 per cent), so that the 
"lire" or color play of a fino white zir- 
con Is very pronounced and beautiful. 
The writer has^a fine specimen (cut to 
about 37 degrees top angle and H de- 
grees back angle—rather thicker than 
tho best proportion for diamond) with 
which a number of expert diamond men 
have been deceived on superficial exam- 
ination. If presented as a stone thai 
greatly resembles a diamond tho ex- 
perts one and all admit that that Is true 
but always add that they would never 
be deceived by one. 
If, however, one 


goes about it differently and requests 
an opinion on tho "make" of the "dia- 
mond," or"on Its color, etc., letting then 
take for granted that It Is a diamond 
then few notice that It is not. A few 


ernark that It Is a bit 'sleepy." but that 
s as far as most of them get.

nan to tell at once that one. has to do 
vlth a jargoon rather than a diamond,

I wonder If tho announcement that 


tho eiiual suffrage amendment to the 
'federal constitution is to be the first 
business of congress on Its opening, 
carries anything beyond the mere an- 
nouncement. 
It seems to me- that it 


may he tho Intention of the legislators 
to dispose of this annual visitant with- 
out ilelay, and with a result not hard to 
foretell. 
Equal suffrage has received 


such a pronounced setback at the polls 
of several slates this year, that even 
the most optimistic cannot expect that 
the senators and representatives from 
these states will so on lo Washington 
and favor a movement so overwhelm- 
ingly defeated by 
their constituents. 


The statesmen of today are surfoited 
with the subject of equal suffrage,, and 
while we acknowledge the truth of the 
old adage, "dropping water will wear 
away tho hardest stone," at the eame 
time the^o is such a thing as overdoing 
anything. 
Tho suffragists havo spent 


all their ammunition. They should now 
ndopt a policy of Bllenco for a tlmo. 
This would not be construed as an ad- 
mission of failure. 
Instead, It would 


give some of the most powerful oppo- 
nents to tho causo time lo move off the 
political staKo: It would give a chanco 
for new conditions favorable to equal 
suffrage to develop; and, perhaps, what 
Is nf far more Importance than either 
of the foregotnpr. It would bring to the 
front new lenders among the suffragists 
themselves; for It must bo Acknowl- 
edged that even though many of the 
present leaders havo accomplished work 
of tho most efficient order, tho eohblor 
has not In every case stuck to hla last 
Instead, the 
publicity 
and attention 


given to the actual propaganda of equal 
suffrage have been abused by 
many 


within tho ranks, by making suffrage 
the vehicle by which 
they exploited 


their own fevered notions concerning 
many things sacred In the opinions of 
women of the right sort. Among others 
r refer to the m.irrlnge ceremony which 
some would have so garbled, if not en- 
tirely done away with, that It would no 
lonster exist. Xow th,eae things are not 
suffrage, but coming from the expon- 
ents of the cause, can n person doubt 
that they aro the sentiments of suffra- 
gists In general? So let tho movement 
rest for a time, then lot It bo started 
anew under the proper leadership and 
presented to legislators with the broad- 
er outlook time surely brings.

low that it offers every opportunity to 
obtain a good match or contrast. It is 
also so abundant In the gem gravels of 
Ceylon that It Is comparatively Inex- 
pensive. 


If zircon is to have its chance- the 


poorly cut stones from the east must 
be recut by American lapidaries. The 
"brilliant" cut suits the zircon best, and 
the angles suggested above (37 degrees 
top angle and <4 degrees back angle) 
give admirable proportions- Some of 
the lighter colored zircons look very 
well when out with "steps" In back and 
with a flatter brilliant cut top. 


A search on packages of "fancy sap-

time fighting a great struggle against 
various forms of disease brought about 
by the 
unsanitary conditions. Thou- 


sands have died of disease since the be- 
ginning of thc war. 


The Poles who fled to Russia are re- 


ceiving very poor treatment from the 
Russians, according to the letters, and 
they. too. arc slowly starving to death. 
Mr. Kozaklevicr and otlicr Polish peo- 
ple say that thc Russian government 
carea nothing- for the Poles, especially 
since a considerable number welcomed 
the German Invaders.

George 


Darling, who served, almost

At that time the life 
bf the church "wan at a low ebb, but 
Mr. Darling was popular and his min- 
istry successful. 
The fourth pastor 


was Rev. John P. 
Cleaveland. 
who 


was here six and one-half years, Octo- 
ber 2. 1S55. to January 15, 1862. He re- 
signed to become- chaplain of the 30th 
Massachusetts regiment. 
He was a 
great preacher and an ardent champi- 
on of temperance and of freedom 
for 


the negro. He was kind, cheerful, -wit- 
ty, a teller of apt stories, and sympa- 
thetic in spirit 


"The fiftn pastor was Rev. J. B. 


Rankin. D.D.. known to Ihe younger 
generation as the author of '(loci Be 
With You Till We Meet Again.' 
His 


"ministry here lasted two years, De- 
cember 17, 1862, to October 
29. 
1S64. 


Dr. Rankin was one of the leaders of 
our 
denomination, 
an accomplished 


orator and a writer of world-wide rep- 
utation. 
The church prospered great- 


ly under his leadership. 


"The sixth pastor was Rev. Addison 
P. Poster, whose pastorate was two 
years in length, Oct. 3. 1865, to October 
17, 1S6&. He came here a young man 
from the seminary after 
the church 
had been without a pastor two years. 
But h'e was a fine preacher and schol- 
ar, a faithful and wise pastor and .the 
church prospered 
under -him. 
After 
leaving this city he became known for 
leadership In the Sunday school world. 


"This practically completes the story 


of the pastorates 
of the 
Appleton 


Street church, which name was adopt- 
ed by the Second church In 
1339. 
To 


be sure Dr. Greene came before the 
church left the. old hom«, but his pas- 
torate really belongs to the story of 
Eliot church. About this pastorate you 
will note two things; ftret, all but two 
of the pastorates were very 
short. 


This was not due to trouble in the 
church but in every case but one to 
failing physical health- All these men 
were so devoted to their work that 
they broke under the strain. Dr. Ran- 
kin left to become pastor of a larger 
church in Charlestown and Dr. Cleave- 
land to become 
an 
army 
chaplain. 


You will also note that the intervals 
between pastorates" varied from nine 
months to two years. 


"Of the Inner life of the church dur- 


ing these years I am not able to speak 


were bitter controversies over theo- 
loslcal questions, over temperance re- 
form, over slavery. 
In spite ot these 


controversies and short pastorates and 
long intervals between pastorates, and 
the changing conditions of the com- 
munity and the upsetting 
results of 


the war, the church thrived and was 
Btrong. H was a power in the commu- 
nity and possessed a strong lay lead- 
ership. The congregations and Sunday 
fichool both were larger 
than today. 


There was a steady growth In mem- 
bership. 
Over 
1200 members were 


taken In during these years. 


"After being for nearly a year and 


a half without a pastor, Rev. John M. 
Greene was Installed on July 20, 1S70. 
He remained until Oct. 31, 1900. Thla 
pastorale of 30 years was one of the 
notable, paslorates of the period in this 
part of our commonwealth, li was one 
of Ihe gre^t pastorales in the history 
of ihls city. 
The Eliot church of to- 


day is necessarily the fruli of his la- 
bors, for you who are In Ihe prime of 
life and bearing the burdens of the 
church were his boys and 
girls and 


brought up under his 
ministry. 
He- 


made an indelible Impression upon this 
city and his name is honored through- 
out Us length and breadth, 
He is a 


scholar, an artist in the use of lan- 
guage, a lover of the bible and a pa- 
tient, diligent student of 
the 
ocrip- 


tures; a preacher who gave 
strong 


meat to his congregation; an intensive, 
much loved pastor; a 
eainl of God. 


Hs nastorate.wi.il always remain his- 
toric In the annals of this church. 


"When Dr. Greene 
came 
lo 
this 


church the resident members numbered 


45; when he left there were 365 resi- 


dent 
members. 
Five hundred and 


eighiy-five members were added dur- 
ns the 30 years. 346 on confession of 
"ailh. The Sunday school had a mem- 
bership of 390 am! the Y.P.S.C.K. 193at 
the time of his resignation. 
He pre- 


pared and preached 3000 sermons, offi- 
ciated at, 800 funerals and solemnized 


25 marriages. 
The benevolent con- 


rlbutlons amounted to 
over 
MO.OOO. 
Thus the church had grown during his 
service into an intelligent, working- 
and strong church. 


"On February 1. 1901 Rev. E. Victor 


Blgelow began his period of nearly 12 
/ears. During this period 218 memberi 
were added to the membership of the 
:hurch, 140 on confession of faith. In 
90ft the membership reached the total 
of 619. 
During this period also there 


took place 116 deaths among the mem- 
bers of the church, about 10 per year. 
Among these were some of the most 
devoted and generous men and women 
n th» church. 
This was indeed 


strange and disheartening providence 


t the organized work, 
especially 


among the young people was 
marked.

THE ART OF WEARING JEWELRY 
1 


One of the most neglected of semi- 


precious stones, yet 
one whlc.i has 


greater 
intrinsic merit 
than 
many 


others. Is the zircon. Variously known 
In the trade as hyacinths, jacinths, jar- 
goons, or even (erroneously) as "fancy 
Fapphlrea" or "fancy color slones," zir- 
cons of differing shades have hart pome 
use in jewelry \vhere odd and attractive 
colors have been Bought. Most of. the 
BO-callcd hyacinths of tho trade arc, 
however, merely hcssonlte, &. brownish- 
red variety of garnet which is Inferior 
In lustre and in refractive Index to true 
hyacinth. 
The latter ig really red zir- 


con, and Is rare. 
While usually a bit 


sombre in, tone, a fine hyacinth IB a 
magnificent gem, Like all zlrqons/lt 
has so keen a surface lustre that It 
closely resembles a diamond in that re- 
spect. 


It is also a peculiar fact that certain 


zircons on 
being 
1 heated 
moderately 


gain markedly in density and in refrac- 
tive index, and at the same time usually 
lose part or all of their color. 


These 
colorless zircons have been 


railed jargoons, nnrt also "Matura dia- 
monds." The latter nnme is given them 
because of their abundance In the vicin- 
ity of Matura. Ceylon, and hecause they 
really very greatly resemble tho dia- 
mond. When properly cut a fine color- 
less zircon may deceive even one ivho 
is accustomed to determining' precious 
stones. Not only is thft refractive index 
sutliclently prent so that very little 
light leaks through the brilliant nnd it 
is alive all over—even In Ibe centre— 
but also the dispersive power of zircon 
approaches very nearly to that of dia- 
mond (about S6 per cent), so Ibat the 
"tiro" or color piny of a fine white zir- 
con is very pronounced and beautiful. 
The writer has a fine specimen (cut to 
about 37 decrees top angle and -l-t de- 
grees back atiple—rather thicker than 
the best proportion for diamond) with 
which a number of expert diamond men 
have been deceived on superficial exam- 
ination. 
If presented as a -stone that 


fir catty resembles a diamond the ex- 
perts one and all admit that that is true 
hut always add that they would never 
be deceived by one. 
If, however, one 


goes about It differently and requests 
^n opinion on the "make" of tbc "dia- 
mond/* or on Its color, etc., letting them 
take for granted that it is A diamond, 
then few notice that it is not. A few 


remark that It Is a bit 'sleepy." but that 
is as far as most of them set. 


There 
Is. however, nothing easier 


than to tell at once that one has to do 
with a jargoon ratlier than a diamond, 
as zircon Is markedly doubly refracting, 
and 
on looking 
into 
the 
brilliant 


through tho table with a lens the ifties 
of meeting of tho hack facets appear 
double. A sharp eyo and a little prac- 
tice suflice to detect this doubling of the 
lines. An even simpler way to distin- 
guish the zircon from the' diamond Is 
to hold the stone in the sunlight and let 
it play its colored light on to a white 
card held before it In tho direction of 
(he sun. \Vith diamond the reflections 
will he single, while with zircon^ one 
will get pairs of colored 
reflections, 


which will, move as pairs rather than 
separately as the stone Is slowly moved. 


Willie interesting and really beauti- 


ful, the 
artificially whitened zircon 


should, perhaps, remain unknown to tho 
public, both because, as John Ruskln 
said, "Absolutely search out and cast 
aside all false 
or dyed or altered 


stones," and also because Us close re- 
semblance to diamond might lead to its 
misuse by frauds and swindlers. 


On tho other hand, tho splendid opti- 


cal qualities of zircon suggest the larg- 
er use of natural zircons in their many 
attractive colors.

he equal suffrage amendment to the

Equal suffrage has received

the senators and representatives from 
these states will go on to Washington

their constituents. 


The statesmen of today are surfeited 
with the subject of equal suffrage, and 
while we acknowledge the (ruth of the 
old adage, "dropping water will wear 
iway the hardest s(onf," at tho same 
time (here is such a thing as overdoing 
anything. 
The suffragists have spent 


all their ammunition. They should now 
adopt a policy of sllenco for a time. 
This would not bo construed as an ad- 
mission of failure. 
Instead, It would 


?ive some of the most powerful oppo- 
nents to tho cause lime to move off the 
political stace: it would give a chance 
for new conditions favorable to cnual 
suffrage to develop; nnd, perhaps, what 
is of far more importance than either 
of the foregoing, it would bring to the 
front new leaders among the suffragists 
themselves; for 
It must be acknowl- 


edged that even though many of the 
present leaders have accomplished work 
of ths most efiiclent order, the cobbler 
has not In every caso stuck to his last 
Instead, the 
puhllcily and attention 


given to tho actual propaganda of equal 
suffrage have been abused by 
many 


within the ranks, by making suffrage 
the vehicle by which they 
exploited 


their own fevered notions concerning 
many things sacred In the opinions of 
women of Ibe right sort. Among others 
I refer to the marrlago ceremony which 
some would havo so garbled. If not en- 
tirely done away with, that It would no 
longer exist. \"ow these things aro not 
EUflrage. but coming from the expon- 
ents of the cause, can a person doubt 
that they arc tho sentiments of suffra- 
gists in general? go let tha movement 
rest for a time, then let it be started 
anew under tho proper leadership and 
presented to legislators with the broad- 
er-outlook tlmo surely brings.

dom- for Belgium, and even, possibly, 
a slight concession to France of the 
Krench-speaking parts af Alsace."
